Paris Will Bajld It and Have It Ready 
for the Exposition of 1889.

ve by the Commissioners 
of Public Works of that city. Several 
plans were submitted for inspection, but 
that of M. G. Eiffel, an engineer of Levil- 
lois-Perret (Department of the Seine) was 
the one which met with favor, and was 
accepted 


The tower will be made entirely of iron, 
and is formed of four columns, each 825 
feet apart atthe base, inclining toward 
each other and meeting at the height of 
536 feet and 3 inches, thence forming one 
column to the summit. 

One hundred and seventy-two feet 
from the ground there will bea landing 
in which-will be restaurants, cafes, etc. 
Four elevators will take passengers from 
the ground to the second story, a dis- 
tance of ahout 344 feet. 

tup there will be only 
two eleva . The summit may be 
reached by ele in .six minutes, 
Stairs will also be in ‘the columns 
\.Jeading tothe first eatery for those who 
desire to climb to it. 

The four columns will require sixteen 


than ten tons each, and will endure a 
wind pressure of about 800 pouncs to the 
square yard. 

The tower is expected to act.the part of 
ahuge lightning rod during thunder- 
storms, but pregautions will be taken 
that no accidents occur from tis fact to 
any one who mag be in it during a storm. 

From the summit of the tower a pano- 
ramic view of about seven hundred and 
twenty miles will be had. 

The following shows how the tower 
will compare ic height with other hig 
towers and momiments: 

The Washingion Monument is 568 feet: 
Cathedral of Celogne, 516 feet; Cathedral 
of Ronen, 488 feet; Great Pyramid of 
Egypt, 474 feet; Cathedral of Strasburg, 
461 feet; Cathedral of Vienna, 448 feet; 
St. Peter’s, at Rome, 428 feet; Tower of 
the Invalides, Paris, 8332 feet; Pantheon, 
Paris, 258 fe¢, and the Tower of Notre 
Dame, Paris,214 feet. 

The Washhgton Monument in this 
country, at present the highest in the 
world, will, when the tower is completed, 
be hardly mow than one-half as high as 
the French urdertaking.” 
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MAKING BORSESHOE NAILS, 


Semething about the Manner These Art- 
. icles Are Frepared for the Market. 

The great bulk of horseshoe nails that 
are used throaghout the United States, 
are principally made in Cleveland, Obio, 
although some few come from Rhode 
Island, “~~e. Owner = a 

Horseshoe salle ave now made by ma- 
chinery entimly. They are hammered 
hot from head to point by a succession of 
blows similar to those made by hand. 
The machines are capable of turning out 
500 pounds per day, and any pattern 
which may be required can be shaped. 

The nailercan take Swedish iron rods 
from a small portable furnace and thrust 
them two at a time into the machine, 
which rans at 1,000 revolutionsa minute, 
and quickly shows them dropping out in- 
to blanks, properly bent and shaped in a 
style surpassing any hand-made horse- 
shoe nails ever manufactured. From the 
forging machine the blanks are taken, 
when cold, to the finishing machine, 
which draws the blank out, compresses it 
and points the nail ready to drive. 

The nails when finished are packed 
neatly in boxes containing from 500 to 
5,000, and are usually sold to the farrier 
at 60 cents per pound of 100 nails. 

The invention of such new labor saving 
devices are in striking contrast to the 
time when borsesboe nails were forged by 
hand and straightened bythe farrier be- 
fore being fitfor use. Inthose days the 
nails used to bring about 1% cents os 
piece.

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TOWN ORDINANCE No. 28. 


Aw Ordinamce Pertaiaing to Sew- 
erage ia the Tewa ef Mene. 


[Passed July 7, 1888.) 


Y¥Y VIRTUE OF THE POWER AND AU- 
thority conferred by the laws of the 
ovate of Nevada, the Board of County Com- 
miissiovuers do ordain as tollows: 
section 1. it is hereby made the duty of all 
persons owning property fronting on streets 
andalleys within the corporate limits of the 
town of Reno, through which the sewer sys- 
tem of said town has been, or may hereaiter 
be completed, to properly connect the waste 
and soil pipes of their respective premises 
with said sewer system, so as to properly 
and efiectually drain their said prem- 
ises, and ail such connections shall 
made with iron or vitrified earthen 
pipe; aud if any property-owner shall 
tail, refuse or neglect to make pooper 
connection with said sewer system, as herein 
provided, for a period of thirty days after 
the completion of said sewer system to or 
past his or her premises, the Board of County 
Commissioners shall cause written notice to 
be served upon all such property-owners, or 
the party in possession of such premises, to 
immediately cause such connections to be 
made; and if the person or persons so no- 
tified fail, refuse or neglect to connect such 
premises with the sewer system, as herein 
ided, for a period of ten days after ser- 
vice of such notice, all vaults, sinks and 
such premises shall be 
lic nuisance, and the Sheriff of 
Washoe county Shall have authority, and it 
is hereby made his duty, upon written order 
of the Commissioners, to summarily remove 
the same,and in so doing may employ such 
help as he may deem necessary; and any ex- 
pense incurred therein shall become a lien 
upon the mises afiected thereby.

Judge Sawyer 
a3 a local, Supreme and United 
States Circuit Judge has by his 
learning, ability and uprightness 
won a most enviable reputation. 
Judge Sabin is one of our own 
citizens and in this State has a 
record above reproach. 


It is hard to think that either of | 


these gentlemen are capable of 
soiling the judicial ermine by 
doing any thing other than their 
whole official duty, and this the 
' Gazette believes both have aimed 
to do without fear or favor. Their 
obligation forces them to construe 
the law as they understand it, and 
iu doing so, like many others on 


the bench, may err in judgment. | 
No one is infallible. All are liable | 


to err. Eminent jurists have over- 
ruled their own decisions time | 
and again. In disposing of the 
cases for which Judges Sabin and 
Sawyer are so seriously censured 
and threatened with impeachment, | 
they have had to brook strong. 
local opposition, go against the | 
popular current. Hence, it is fair 
to presume that they were spec- 
ially guarded in being on the side 
of the law and have kept them- 
selves within the pale of correct 
and well established principles. 
If they have done this their actions 
should be sustained by all who 
respect justice, and the evils com- 
plained of should be remedied 
through legislative channels.

Connect With the sewers. 

Laws are of little utility unless en- 
forced. When a dead letter they are 
poor ornaments to records. Sometime 
ago the local legislators passed an or- 
dinance making it the duty of all per. 
sons owning property fronting on 
streets and alleys within the corporate 
limits of the town of Keno through 
which the seweraze system paiwe, to 
properly connect the waste and soil 
pipes and thus effectually drain 
their premises. Reno has now 
an excellent system of sewers. 
rhe system is so arranged that 
all the mains and most ol 
the branches can be most effectually 
flushed. Were the connections made 
as they should be there would be little 
to be feared from contagious diseases, 
which are bred from the lack of proper 
drainage. There should be no dales 
in requiring all, but the limited few 
upon whom it would be more than a 
hardship, to connect with the sewers 
forthwith. Fortunately the season 
thus far has been comparatively cool, 
aud litthe inconvenience has been ov- 
served from the lack of connections. 
The hot weather is not yet over and 
no one can estimate the chances of the 
ravages of an epidemic from the nat- 
u al accumulation of filth in old vaults 
which have not been cleansed for years 
and are never disinfected. Nowe who 
are able, except the most thou zhtleas 
and those ignorant of the necessity of 
providing against local causes of in- 
fectious and coutagious diseases, will 
resist an order reyuiring them to make 
the p r connections with the sew- 
ers, which are such a safeguard to 
health if used, especially in tne more

populous parts of town. There should 
be no delay in requiring these connec- 
tions.

THE PARADISE OF THE 


PAOIPFIC. 


Another Interesting Letter From 
the “Gazette’s” Correspondent 
“ Washoe.”’ 


Special Correspondénce GaZetrTe. | 
Hono uv, H. 1., July 3, 1888. 

Eprrorn Gazette :—The Australia, 
true to her record, landed us here 
exactly at high twelve on the 26th of 
June. The Wilder Steamship Com- 
pany, to accommodate those desiring 
to visit the volcano, immediately 
placed their best steamer, the Kinau, 
at our disposal, although this was done 
at some financial loss to the company, 
and at five o’clock in the evening we 
were out of the harbor and into the 
rough channel between the islands of 
Oahu and Molokai. The latter is the 
site of the settlement for lepers, whom 
the government by a statue rigidly en- 
forced, segregates from the rest of the 
people. This wise arrangement, al- 
though it requires the’ separation of 
parents from their children, children 
from their parents, wives from thei 
husbands and husbands from their 
wives, is necvssary in order to prevent 
the spread of leprosy among the in- 
habitants. Befure the passage of the 
Leper Act, it was becomiag dangerous 
to live in Honolulu, but at this time 
there is less liavility to an attack ol 
leprosy in the Hawaiian islands than 
there is in. some cities ana towns Ol 
the United States. Beyond Molokai 
are three islands, Maui, Lanai and 
Kahoolaui; at the former we touched 
a little after midnight, dropping 
anchor uff the town of Lahaina, an old 
village, at oue time’a, reudezvous for 
the North Pacific whaling fleet. 
Here I saw horses and cattle 
pushed off the ship intu the sea, after 
which they were, with lariats around 
their necks, compelled to swim to the 
shore, the Kanakas ia their surf boats 
preceding them. By ten o’clock Wed- 
nesday we had crossed the wild chan- 
nel southwest of Maui, and were un- 
loading freight at Mahukona under the 
lee of the northwest poiat of the island 
of Hawaii. This place is a terminus 
of a twelve mile railroad that runs 
back into a sugar raising district. In 
the afternoon we sailed close to the 
shore along the west side of the island, 
passing the ruins of ancient temples, 
and seeing the rich plantations which 
bave made millionaires of the Wilders, 
Spreckles and other ftamilies. Before 
suudouwn we had a gvod view ul 
Kealalakeakua vay, Where Captain 
Vouk met nis fate ia 177¥. The white 
concrete monument erected on the spuit 
where the distinguished navigator is 
supposed to lave iallen, is easily seen 
DY passing slips.

The 
next forenoon I visited the public 
schools with Professor Albert Lyser. of 
Sun Francisco, Miss Alice Morrill, an 
enterprising school ma’am from Au- 
gusta, Maine and the Hon. .A T. At 
xiuson, the courteous Lospector-Gen- 
eral of Schovls for the Kingdom. 
Later in the day Prof. Lyser and I 
dined at the royal palace. His maj 
esty, King Kalakaua,-is au acou- 
plished yeuthewan whose ability to en- 
trtain has never veen questioned. 
tlis conversation showed tim to be 
well iniormed in history, art, litera- 
Lure the -sciences. 1 douvt U 
there’‘is a better king anywhere, and 
shall always regard tbis visit at his 
palace as the wost pleasant episode 
vi my journey to his kingdom. 

Tne remainder of my stay in Hono- 
lulu was vecupied ia enjoying the 
sights ol the city and its surruuudings, 
aud in calling upun officials and via 
iriends.
